SECTION  B - PREVxiLENCE  .-iND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  .-.ND  OTHER  DI5E.-.3E5  . 

In  general,  it  was  a healthy  year.  There  ?/ere  no 
epidemics  • TTiou'’^  parat;,"p^oid  fever  was  prevalent  in  many  areas  of 
South  Wales  during  the  summer  and  autumn,  no  cases  occurred  in  the 
Borough.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  food 
poisoning  or  dvsentery  infections . 

Few  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified.  In  ,:Lpril, 
a bov  aged  sir  years  develope'-"'  acute  poliomyelitis  . He  had  a Taild 
attack,  made  a good  recovery  and  there  was  no  definite  paralysis. 

In  the  autumn,  seven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  reported, 

as  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  tuberculosis  still 
causes  some  ^concern.  There  were  hov/ever  during  the  year  no  deaths 
from  this  dtisease  . Eight  nev/  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  - 4 
males  and  four  females  v/ere  notified.  Despite  investigation,  no 
source  of  infection  was  discovered.  In  a co.nmunity  such  as  Kidwelly, 
where  cases  of  silicosis  and  pneumoconiosis  occur,  it  is  not  uncomnon 
for  some  of  these  cases  to  develope  an  undetected  tuberculosis 
infection  and  act  as  a source  of  infection.  No  new  cases  of  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred. 

a special  invitation  was  sent  by  the  Town  Council  to  the 
Mass  Radiography  Service  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The 
Invitation  was  accepted  and  arrangements  were  made  for  a unit  of 
this  service  to  visit  the  Borough  in  January,  1953. 

No  cases  of ^diphtheria  accurred.  85  children  were 
immunised  against  the  d/.sease  during  the  year,
